You can still see the signs for Sydney Bogg Choco- 
lates outside a worn, idle brick building on Woodward 
near 7 Mile in Detroit. 

Under a bright, red awning is the outline of a man 
stirring a kettle, with promises of “chocolates,” “party 
candy” and “roasted nuts.” A lightbulb-lined candy 
cane still hangs — one side faded to white — from the 
facade along Woodward. Inside, the aromas of melting 
chocolate and caramel popcorn, along with the equip- 
ment that made them, are long gone. 

Founded in 1936, this Detroit candy factory once had 
four stores across metro Detroit. It went out of business 
15 years ago.

ship applications — it’s essentially restarting 
from scratch — and plans to have a grand 
opening on Jan. 12, in time to host meetings 
and events during the 2018 North American 
International Auto Show.

Bethune was one of 38 state 
threatened over test results

Students were clearly hard at work when 
Principal Alisanda Woods stopped by her 
school’s sixth-grade English class one morn- 
ing last month. 

Some of the sixth-graders were working on 
a writing assignment. Others plugged away at 
a reading comprehension lesson, answering 
questions about an article they had read on 
conflict resolution. One child worked inde- 
pendently on a laptop. 

The room was quiet enough that students 
were able to meet one-on-one with their 
teacher to discuss goals for an upcoming test. 
To a casual observer, it seemed like every- 
thing was running smoothly. 

But Woods was not a casual observer. And 
simply having a classroom run smoothly 
wasn't going to cut it at this school — not any 
more. 

“We’ve got sixth-graders at a third-grade 
level,” Woods said. “We need to take it up a 
notch.” 

Woods’ school, Bethune Elementary-Mid- 
dle School, was one of 38 in Michigan that 
were threatened with closure by the state last 
spring after years of rock-bottom test scores. 

The schools on the closure list — including 
24 in Detroit — signed “partnership” agree- 
ments with state officials requiring the 
schools to boost their scores — and do so 
quickly — or face additional consequences. 

What those consequences would be isn’t 
clear. The partnership agreements refer
